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Recommendations made to legislature on tuition 


Well over 200 students packed the 
meeting room of the California Com- 
munity College Board of Governors in 
San Francisco Friday to protest the 
Chancellor's proposed ‘‘fee contingen- 
cy’’ plan for next fall. 

More than 35 speakers presented 
their opinions to the board. Most of the 
speakers expressed strong opposition 
to tuition. Students literally booed and 
hissed advocates of the plan. 


Though the governors, aiso, express- 
ed opposition to the proposal, by a 
unanimous vote, they agreed to recom- 
mend the plan to the legislature next 
month. 


The cost would be tied to the number 
of units a student carries, rather than a 
uniform flat tuition. A percentage would 
be given back to students in the form of 
financial aid. 

What we need, says Hartnell ASHC 
vice-president Janet van der Burg, are 
solutions. 

That’s what van der Burg and other 
Hartnell students were seeking when 
they attended the meeting . 


Possible solutions, are offering a 
limited curriculum and charging tuition 
fees. 


Hartnell and other community col- 
leges have a money problem. That is 
clear. Most community colleges and 
the state, the source of community col- 
lege funds, share Hartnell’s deficit pro- 
blem. 

Though the plan proposed at the 
meeting expressed opposition of the 
governors to a general tuition or fee, it 
included a proposal for a_ uniform, 


short-term fee. 

“Will it actually be short term?’’ Van 
der Burg asks. ‘‘Once these fees have 
been implemented, won't they just con- 
tinue?’’ 

Van der Burg and other Hartnell 
students hope that the governors will 
answer these and other questions in 
their recommendations to the 
legislature. 
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Community fights for track, College answer, possible fee 


One hundred fifty to 170 people pack- 
ed themselves into the Hartnell Govern- 
ing board Room Dec. 7 to discuss the 
opening of the track. 


Many members of the newly formed 
‘Friends of the Track’’ voiced their op- 
position to the continued closure of the 
track and some to the possibility of fees 
for track usage. 

The board will bring back a discus- 
sion of possible fees at the Jan. 4 board 
meeting 


The track has been closed to 
everyone for resurfacing and other 
repairs. The resurfacing cost about 
$59,000 but, according to Bob Kelley, 
athletic .director, the job would cost 
$80,000 if done again. 


Kelley brought up various proposals 
at the Nov. 16 meeting which had the 
community sharing in the cost by pay- 
ing a fee. 


Don’t cringe but registration is com- 
ing up once again and, according to 
Paulette Broome of the registar’s of- 
fice, ‘it should be really nice.’ The long 
lines and six hour waits will be done 
away with, but the class fees will still be 
there. 


Registration will be held for continu- 

‘ ing students Jan. 4-7 and for new and 

retyrning students, Jan. Il-l4. Late 
registration is scheduled for Jan. 17-25. 


Time slots for registration were filled 
by a random drawing. A student in the 
college center was asked to do the 
drawing thus leaving the alphabetized 
method in the dust. Since registration 
is to be held in this manner it won’t be 
necessary to line up early. Broome em- 
phasizes that ‘continuing students 
won’t have a problem getting classes.’

reduced. Natural History of Plants, 
Natural History of Animals and Prin- 
ciples of Ecology are no longer offered. 

Hartnell College’s enroliment has 
dropped by three percent while MPC’s 
has risen by five percent. The reason 
for Hartnell’s drop in enroliment is ob- 
vious. There are fewer courses being 
offered. Less popular (and more expen- 
sive) technology courses are being 
substituted for college courses for 
which students can. obtain credit 
towards a B.A. degree. 

The administration is actively touting 
lay-offs of classified and certified staff 
to cope with revenue losses which the 
administration helped to create. If cuts 
in staff are to be made, why not start 
with the people responsible for the 
decline in academic and enroliment 
levels? The families of classified and 
certified staff should not have to suffer 
because of bad management practices 
over which they had no control.

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New plan proposed for equality at Hartnell

A new Affirmative Action plan will be 
the focus of the Dec. 21 meeting of the 
Hartnell Board of Trustees. 

This plan was devised by Affirmative 
Action Coordinator Pamela 
O‘Shaughnessy after she collected 
data from numerous campus and com- 
munity courses. 

She was assisted, as on Nov. 18, by 
the Hartnell Affirmative Action Commit- 
tee, which discussed revisions of this 
draft. Discussion centered on wording 
such as a statement that affirmative ac- 
tion would attempt to minimize 
“‘disproportionately adverse impact on 
any racial or ethnic group “‘because of 
cutbacks.”’ 

“Affirmative action needs strong, 
forceful language,'’ Academic Senate 
Representative Juan Oliverez said. 
“Minimize is a sieve which anything 
can fall through.’’ 

In response, the committee sug- 
gested, ‘‘to the extent that the district 


adverse impact on minorities will not be 
tolerated.”’ 


Oliverez objected to a percentage 
breakdown of the workforce by ethnici- 
ty and sex. - 


The anaysis shown for 113 full-time 
faculty, counselors is:30 white females, 
70 white males, 3 Hispanic females, 6 
Hispanic, | Black female, | Black male, 2 
Asian females and no Asian males, 
Filipinos or Native Americans. 

The perceritages are 32 female, 8 
Hispanic, 2. Black, 2. Asian-Filipino, 
andlessthan1 Native American. 

‘‘These statistics can be 
misleading’’, says Oliverez. 

The committee voiced criticisms 
regarding Affirmative Action faculty hir- 
ing goals. 

Student Body ethnic-racial composi- 
tion should be a main factor in faculty 
hiring the committee decided. 

As of 1981 4287 women and 4095 men 
enrolled at Hartnell. There were 56.2 
Caucasian, 19.5% Spanish Surname, 
3.5 Black, 4.9. Oriental,5.3 Filipino 


Student affirmative action is an addi- 
tion to the draft as is a policy on sexual 
harassment and a proposed program 
for the hiring of CETA trainees. 


The draft states, the Board employs 
an Affirmative Action Coordinator and 
must approve policy. 

The Superintendent-President ‘‘shall 
be responsible to the Governing Board 
for implementation of policy’’. 

The coordinator ‘‘shall be directly 
responsible to the Superintendent- 
President and shall function as a 
resource to that office.”’ 

The Academic Senate, Filipino- 
American Asso., governing board and 
students were represented at this 
meeting. Au-Clair Valdez was chair and 
O’Shaughnessy acting advisor. 

The committee decided to drop all 
non-attending members leaving 15 ac- 
tive members, six women, nine men; 
seven community members, eight col- 
lege members.

Prominent editor missed 


When the Panther Sentinel 
celebrates its fiftieth anniversary in 
February, 1984, one very important part 
of its past will be missing-Jimmy 
Costello. : 


Costello, the first editor of the Hart- 
nell College newspaper, passed away 
recently in Monterey. 


Quite a few things have changed 
since he was a student in 1934. At that 
time Hartnell was Salinas Junior Col- 
lege, a wing of Salinas High, and the 


Sentinel, then called the Battery, was 
only a part of the Salinas High 
Flashlight. 

Costello continued on in journalism, 
eventually becoming city editor of the 
Monterey Penninsula Herald. He will be 
missed by his many friends and 
associates, and also by the Sentinel 
Staff.

Student member to resign 


This spring, Hartnell students will be 
without a student member of the gover- 
ning board. Jeff Denecke, present 
representative, will resign at the end of 
the semester. 

Denecke has notified board president 
Lloyd Lowrey and Superintendent- 
President Dr. Gibb Madsen. Dr. Madsen 
said it might take until March to elect a 
replacement due to election § pro- 
cedures. 

However, Denecke says, ‘‘There are 
too many important issues coming in 
January and February to wait until 
March to have a student member on the 
board. It is very important that the 
students are represented.’’ 

Denecke is returning to Illinois and 
will not be attending college next 


semester. 
“It has been a great experience work- 


ing on the board. | have received ten 
times more from the experience than | 
have contributed,’’ said Denecke.*‘It 
took a while to get into the job. | would 
like to see someone elected before | 
have departed so | could help that per- 
son make a quicker transition.”’ 

Denecke was elected April 29, 1982, 
defeating Lilly Martinez, then the ASHC 
President and Geralyn Budenhoizer. 

There was considerable controversy 
over the election. Martinez and sup- 
porters challenged the election based 
on 5 invalid votes, claiming those votes 
made the difference in holding a run-off 
election. 

The governing board decided 
Denecke would have had a majority, 
regardiess of the 5 votes, and declared 
the challenge unjustified. 

Denecke was sworn in on May 18 fora 
one-year term.

Craig Pendergrass connected on four 
free throws in the final minute-and-half 
of play, sealing a 59-56 victory over 
Canada in Hartnell’s second contest of 
the Yuba College invitational, Dec. 10- 
11. 


The win gave the Panthers a 1-1 
record and a third-place finish for the 
tournament. Hartnell is now 3-5 on the 
season. 


The Panthers captured their other 
victories over Bethany Bible College 


and Moffett Field. 


Dwight Woods !ed the Hartnell of- 
fense with 26 points against Canada. 
Pendergrass sparked the team, going 
8-8 from the free-throw line. 


The Panthers led for most of. the 
game and Canada was forced to play 
catch-up ball. In the process, they end- 
ed up fouling the Panthers in an attempt 
to get the bail back, enabling 
Pendergrass to add to the lead. 


The Panthers fell to Yuba College in 
their tournament opener, 66-55, ina 
game that saw a strong rally by the 
Hartnell reserves in the second half. 


Down by 20, reserves Mike Hale, 
Rascheed Tabscott, Frank Maturino, 
and Alan Boehne cut the lead to nine at 
one point. 


Tabscott dropped in nine points to 
lead all Hartnell scorers. Hale and Dave 
Perez contributed eight apiece. 


eHaie has been one of the most con- 
sistent and accurate shooters from the 
field for the Panthers, netting well over 
50-percent of his attmepts. Perez also 
showed uncanny aim. 


Woods is the only Hartnell player 
averaging double-figures in game scor- 
ing.
